thanked the commission for 
their support of him throughout 
those years, and stated that he 
was “most proud of the fact that 
no major issues” came to the 
Board during his term. 

He also explained that he had 
several deputy examiners who 
had been very supportive during 
his career, and that they would 
be a good pool to start selecting 
the next Chief Medical Exam- 
iner from. He explained that 
having several deputies had in- 
creased the response time in the 
three major cities of the County 
and that because the deputies 
knew many citizens as patients 
the County saved money when 
they were able to sign the death 
certificate. 

He listed three deputies who 
could be candidates for the posi- 
tion including; Dr. Michael 
Harmeling, Dr. Catherine Won- 
ski and Dr. Edward Newcomb. 
He stated that these had “all 
been very good deputy medical 
examiners and would do a good 
job as Chief Medical examiner.” 

Commissioner George Lasater 
expressed that Charlevoix 
County had been fortunate to 
have Freidinger serve them as 
he had been very helpful to work 
with. 

“T’ve worked with him for 32 
years...he has been an outstand- 
ing medical examiner... 
Charlevoix County has been 
very lucky to have him,” said 
Lasater. 

Freidinger also gave his last 
annual report in a letter to the 
Commissioners. He stated that 
of the 205 deaths in the County 
last year, 92 occurred in private 
homes, 70 in nursing homes, 13 
in the Charlevoix Hospital emer- 
gency room, and several others 
in various locations. He investi- 
gated 34 of these, sending 7 to 
pathology to determine more ac- 
curate cause of death. He stated 
that those seven included 6 
deaths by gunshot, but that none 
were considered homicides. 

Freidinger ended his letter 
and report by expressing his 
gratefulness for having filled the 
position for so long. 

“T have been honored to be 
Chief Medical Examiner and 
am grateful for the support of 
our County 

Board of Commissioners. I am 
very grateful for the Deputy 
Medical Examiners without 
whom I 

could not and would not do 
this job,” wrote Freidinger.

Unprecedented Animal St

Ellsworth - A question and an- 
swer session was held at the 
Banks Township Hall in 
Ellsworth following an unprece- 
dented in-clinic stem cell proce- 
dure performed at the North 
Country Veterinary Clinic this 
week by Veterinarian Dr. Chris- 
tian Randall. 

“Veterinarians now have a new 
tool available to combat os- 
teoarthritis and give hope to im- 
proving quality of life of canines, 
felines and equine patients,” ex- 
plained Randall. “It’s not quack- 
ery it’s real and it’s proven.” The 
process Randall was referring to 
and had performed earlier in the 
day on Moka, a Labrador Mix 
who, has been suffering from 
arthritis in her hips, is called adi- 
pose derived stem cell therapy. 

“The thing I find the most ex- 
citing about this therapy is that 
T’ve seen results myself,” said 
Randall. The minimally invasive 
procedure harvests adult stem 
cell cells from animals with os- 
teoarthritis, hip dysplasia, liga- 
ment and cartilage injuries and 
similar ailments. Randall is one 
of 450 Veterinarians nationwide 
to implement the relatively new 
procedure that has been ap- 
proved by the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association.

Beginning at approximately 
ten A.M. on January 23, Dr. Ran- 
dall, assisted by Trey Smith, the 
director of laboratory services 
from Medivet America, the com- 
pany that produced the adipose 
technology, administered a gen- 
eral anesthesia to Moka, drew 
two vials of blood, made a three 


inch skin deep incision below her 


left front leg and removed about 
two tablespoons of adipose tissue 
more commonly known as fat, 
stitched up her incision then

while she slept comfortably he 
began the four hour process of 
isolating her stem cells and 
platelet rich plasma from her 
blood and tissue. 

The process of isolating, filter- 
ing and cleansing the stem cells 
includes adding two digestive en- 
zymes to break them down mak- 
ing them vulnerable and 
separating the digested tissue 
from the cells. “Whole blood is 
drawn to prepare a PRP supple- 
ment to provide an injectable 
medium for the stem cells to be 
injected,” said Smith. The stem

cell injection doesn’t just mask 
Moka’s arthritis pain. “Now we 
have this new regenerative medi- 
cine that actually goes and cures 
the disease itself,” Randall ex- 
plained later that evening toa 
crowd of about twenty while 
Moka paced the floor beside him. 
Results of the procedure vary 
from animal to animal. In Moka’s 
case the solution was injected 
into her arthritic hips and some 
administered through an IV to 
circulate through her body and 
address any other areas affected 
by the disease.

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Sullivan Declines Cler

CHARLEVOIX: Commissioner Larry 
Sullivan declined the position of City 
Clerk’s office by letter on January 23rd 
after a drawn out controversy regard- 
ing his maintaining both offices con- 
currently by City Council. 

Sullivan included in the letter the 
reasoning he used when deciding to 
run for City Clerk. He stated that when 
he chose to run, it was because no one 
had filed to do so and also he felt that 
he was qualified for the position. He 
added that he saw no issues with hold- 
ing both. 

“T believed with both positions being 
part time, I could serve in both offices 
with no scheduling conflicts. I did not 
believe there were incompatibilities 
with one person holding both offices,” 
he wrote. 

He explained that he had taken sev- 
eral steps at the outset of filing to run 
to ensure that holding both offices at 
once was not a problem. At that time 
he requested an attorney general’s 
opinion through the office of County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen Telgenhof. 
Though no response was given to his

personal request, Sullivan stated that 
he would ultimately accept the Attor- 
ney General’s opinion if they deemed 
“the two offices were incompatible.”

He reiterated that he’d been advised 
by several attorneys when he initially 
ran for the position that it would not be 
an incompatibility. The attorneys in- 
cluded Charlevoix County Civil Coun- 
cil Bryan Graham and City of 
Charlevoix Attorney James Young, 
who both practice at the firm Young, 
Graham, Elsenheimer & Wendling P.C. 
Graham and Young changed their 
opinion in a letter dated October 17th, 
2013. That letter indicated that an in- 
compatibility did stem from issues re- 
garding the ownership of election 
equipment and how billing would be 
handled for the use of it. 

In light of the opinion by the attor- 
ney general Sullivan made his final de- 
cision. 

“T believe I must fulfill my pledge 
when running for County Commis- 
sioner to do the best I could in repre- 
senting the residents of both 
Charlevoix Township and the City of 
Charlevoix. As a result I am declining 
to accept the position of Charlevoix 
City Clerk,” he wrote. 


NFL Super Bowl XLVIII: 
Seattle Seahawks @ Denver Broncos

Whether or not your beloved team 
earned a spot, Super Bowl XLVIII will 
kick off this Sunday, February 2nd at 
6:30 pm on FOX at MetLife Stadium in 
East Rutherford, New Jersey. The 
Weather Channel’s Super Bowl Fore- 
cast predicts a cold, rainy day as of last 
Sunday, but the larger question for the 
weekend is who will go home with the 
Vince Lombardi trophy? 

For the second time in 20 years, the 
number one seed teams will meet in 
the Super Bowl. Can the stats predict a 
champion when the Seattle Seahawks 
face the Denver Broncos? 

In the playoffs, Peyton Manning went 
0-4 in games with a kickoff tempera- 
ture under 40 degrees. The only game 
in Russell Wilson’s NFL career when 
the kickoff temperature was under 40 
degrees was at MetLife Stadium, Week 
15 against the Giants. In that game, 
Wilson completed 66.7% of his passes, 
for 206 yards, one TD, one INT anda 
passer rating of 86.3. 

Peyton Manning (born March 24, 
1976) and Russell Wilson (born Nov. 29, 
1988) will set a record when they both 
start Super Bowl XLVIII. The age dif- 
ference of 12 years, 250 days will be the 
greatest ever for a pair of Super Bowl 
starting quarterbacks. The existing 
record of 10 years, 253 days was set by 
Kurt Warner and Ben Roethlisberger 
in Super Bowl XLIII. 

Peyton Manning is the fourth QB in 
NFL history to reach the Super Bowl 
after leading the NFL in passing yards 
and passing TD. Tom Brady, Kurt 
Warner and Dan Marino also accom- 
plished this feat, after the 2007, 2001 
and 1984 seasons, respectively. All lost 
by acombined score of 75-47 in the 
three Super Bowls. 

The difference between Denver’s 
points scored and Seattle’s points al- 
lowed is the largest gap between oppo- 
nents in Super Bowl history. The 
Broncos scored 606 points in the regu- 
lar season, while the Seahawks allowed 


231 points, for a differential of 375 
points. The next closest differential in- 
volves the 1984 Dolphins and 49ers, 
with a point differential of 286 points. 

The Broncos’ 606 points are the most 
scored by a team in a single season in 
NFL history. Of the next eight teams 
on the all-time scoring list, not one 
went on to win the Super Bowl. 

Prior to this season, the eventual 
Super Bowl teams have met in the pre- 


season six times since 1994. The presea- 


son winner won five of those six Super 
Bowls. Back in August, the Seahawks 
beat the Broncos, 40-10, in each team’s 
second game of the preseason. 

There will be four players in Super 
Bowl XLVIII - all Broncos - to have 
played in a previous Super Bowl. Of 
those four, Peyton Manning is the only 
player to have won in their trip(s) to 
the Super Bowl. Dominique Rodgers- 
Cromartie played in Super Bow] XLITI 
with the Cardinals, recording five tack- 
les and two passes defensed. Jacob 
Tamme primarily played on special 
teams with the Colts in Super Bowl 
XLIV. Wes Welker played in two Super 
Bowls with the Patriots (XLII, XLVD, 
losing both to the Giants. The Sea- 
hawks don’t have any players with 
Super Bowl experience. Teams without 
any players with Super Bowl experi- 
ence are 2-5 (since Super Bowl II). 

Is Richard Sherman the best corner- 
back in the NFL? In the 2013 postsea- 
son, Sherman has been targeted by 
opposing quarterbacks only twice, al- 
lowing 0 receptions. When targeting 
Sherman in two matchups during 2018, 
Drew Brees had identical passer rat- 


ings of 39.6 in each game. Tom Brady’s 
passer rating against Sherman is even 
worse - when New England visited 
Seattle in 2012, Brady’s passer rating 
when targeting Sherman was 6.5. In 
three games, neither QB threw a TD 
when targeting Sherman. 

With 18 receptions in 2 Super Bowl 
appearances, Wes Welker averages 
more receptions in the Super Bowl 
than anyone in NFL history. Joseph 
Addai is next with 8.5 receptions per 
game in the Super Bowl. Jerry Rice av- 
eraged 8.25 receptions in his Super 
Bowl appearances. 

The Broncos and the Seahawks have 
met 52 times in regular-season play 
(Seattle played in the AFC West from 
1977 to 2001). That’s the second-most 
previous regular-season meetings for 
any pair of Super Bowl teams. 

The two teams have met once in post- 
season play. In the 1983 Wild Card 
game, Dave Krieg went 12-for-13, 200 
yards, three TD, and had a perfect 
passer rating of 158.3 opposite Broncos 
starting QB Steve DeBerg. In relief of 
DeBerg, rookie John Elway went 10-for- 
15, 0 TD, one INT. Seattle won 31-7. 

As the designated “home team,” the 
AFC team can choose to wear its home 
or away jersey. The Broncos have cho- 
sen to wear their orange home jerseys, 
which means the Seahawks will wear 
their road whites. Teams that wear 
white jerseys have won eight of the last 
nine Super Bowls and are 29-18 in the 
Super Bowl. 

Many will be competing in fantasy 
leagues during the game, rooting for 
their favored team to win, or hoping 
that the other team loses. Since the 
Lions haven’t made it to the Super 
Bowl 48 years in a row since its initia- 
tion in 1967, I will be indulging in hors 
d’oeuvres made from recipes I found on 
Pinterest.com, and voting for best com- 
mercial.

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Scams hit Northern Michigan 


West Michigan is 
getting hit with two 
apparent large scale 
scams this week: The 
“473/767 One-Ring” 
scam, and the “Fix 
Your Computer” 
scam. 


473/767 Scam 


The 473 number out 
of Grenada and the 
767 number out of Do- 
minica, both in the 
Caribbean, calls your 
phone, but it only 
rings once. 

The scammers hope 
when you see the 
missed call that you 
call the number back 
and that’s when you 
get hit with the 
charges. While the 
phone numbers ap- 
pear to be in the 
United States, the 
number dialed is actu- 
ally an international 
number with a share 
of the revenue going 
to the operator of the 
number. Consumers 
are tricked into dial- 
ing these interna- 
tional phone numbers, 
which results in sub- 
stantial long-distance 
charges. Because the 
same laws do not 
apply to international 
calls, it makes these 
areas ideal for scam- 
mers who wish to tar- 
get US. citizens. 

BBB’s advice: 
“Don’t call back a 
number you do not 
know if they don’t 
leave a message that 
makes sense to you. If 
a caller uses the 473, 
767, or any other area 
code you do not recog- 
nize, do not call it 
back. Instead contact 
the operator to verify 
where the caller’s area 
code originates from.” 


Computer Scam 


A caller asks for the 
computer user in your 
home. When the con- 
versation begins, the 
caller says that they 
have information indi- 
cating that your com- 
puter is not working 
correctly. They ask if 
you have been experi- 
encing problems with 
slow speed or other is- 
sues. If you get into 
this conversation, 
they will guide you to 
allow them to take 
control of your com- 
puter via the internet 
so they can fix the 
problem. If you allow 
it, they may install 
malware on your com- 
puter. Malware might 
permit hackers to 
learn passwords, steal 
your computer iden- 
tity, access personal 
and financial ac- 
counts, and more. 

The most recent 
“company” calling 
West Michigan con- 
sumers is “PC 
Speedy”, however 
these types of compa- 
nies change names 
frequently. Remember, 
it is the premise of the 
call not just the com- 
pany name that you 
want to be wary of. 

BBB’s advice: 
“Never give control of 
your computer toa 
stranger on the inter- 
net or over the 
phone.” BBB is getting 
calls from numerous 
callers about both 
scams in recent days, 
and requests that you 
exercise caution to 
avoid them. BBB helps 
consumers find and 
recommend businesses, 
brands, and charities 
they can trust.

BOYNE CITY - Boyne City 
Commissioners heard an update 
concerning the Kirtland Prod- 
ucts plant and discussed the 
prospect of becoming a sister 
city at the January 28 city meet- 
ing. 

Planning and zoning Adminis- 
trator, Scott McPherson gave an 
update to the commission on re- 
cent changes at Kirtland Prod- 
ucts as was the understanding 
when the controversial com- 
pany’s name was removed from 
the Commission’s regular 
agenda. “Last week we received a 
notification that Kirtland Prod- 
ucts was issued a permit,” he 
said. This permit changes and re- 
places a previously issued permit 
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Boyne City may become Irish sister city 


and was issued as a result of fail- 
ing emissions testing on three 
different processes. This failure 
was a consequence of some 
faulty equipment which Kirtland 
repaired after being issued a vio- 
lation notice by the MDEQ and 
then submitted an application re- 
questing to change emission lim- 
its so that the tested emission 
rates would be in compliance 
with the permitted limits. An ex- 
planation given to city staff by 
the MDEQ stated, “As a result 
some emissions limits were ad- 
justed upward and some were ad- 
justed downward with a net 
reduction in overall permitted 
emissions.” The permit changes 
were determined to be “protec- 
tive of health” and in compliance 
with state and federal regula- 


tions according to the Air Qual- 
ity Division of the DEQ. “It’s 
frustrating because when you 
can see it, taste it, smell it and 
the state says there should be no 
concerns, it’s a tough one,” said 
Commissioner Tom Neidhamer. 
Following last year’s Boyne 
City Heritage Festival, discus- 
sion was held about the possibil- 
ity of Boyne City participating in 
a sister city relationship with a 
community in Ireland. In partic- 
ular there has been interest in 
developing a relationship with 
Drogheda, Ireland. A city famous 
for the Boyne River. Adrian, MI 
resident and frequent Boyne City 
visitor, Patrick Maguire, a native 
of Drogheda, and the guest 
speaker at last year’s Irish Festi- 
val dinner has been assisting vol- 


unteer Becky Kuebler in learning 
how to become a sister city. Main 
Street Program Manager, Hugh 
Conklin presented the Commis- 
sion an introductory letter 
drafted to Drogheda. The letter is 
one of the first steps in develop- 
ing a relationship. He then asked 
the Commissioners to review the 
letter and share any comments 
they may have. “Our hope is to 
create an awareness and appreci- 
ation of each other’s culture as 
well as many cooperative activi- 
ties that will be of mutual benefit 
to our communities. We suggest 
this to include student exchange 
programs, tourism and economic 
development programs, commu- 
nity service projects, club or or- 
ganizational links, and 
newspaper column exchanges.”
